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A Restriction Requirement for the above-noted application was mailed on 
February 28, 2007. Following receipt of this Action, Applicant's representative, Dr. 
Veronica Mallon, conducted a telephonic discussion with Examiner Natarajan regarding 
the requirement for election of either the alpha 5 or beta 1 species of integrin. Such 
telephonic discussion transpired with Examiner Natarajan on March 21, 2007. 

During the discussion. Dr. Mallon noted that, as related to the requirement for the 
species election of either alpha 5 or beta 1 integrin, it was Applicant's intention to claim 
the dimeric form of the molecule, not the individual alpha or beta subunits, and as such, 
the requirement for election of either the alpha 5 or beta 1 did not fall in line with 
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Applicant's intention and teachings in the apphcation. Support for this assertion can be 
found in the Examples, and in particular, on page 18, paragraph [0064]. 

Examiner Natarajan agreed and noted that she would accept the election of the 
combination of alpha 5 beta 1. As such, Applicant's representative noted that an 
Amendment and Response would be prepared and submitted to correct the sections of the 
specification and claims, where necessary, to clarify this aspect and this would be filed 
with the Response to the Requirement for Restriction.
